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FOREWORD 


Audio  visual  communication  has  become  an  indispensable  tool 
of  any  organization  concerned  with  the  dissemination  or  exchange  of 
information.  In  schools  and  colleges,  in  professional  and  civic  organi- 
zations, in  industry  and  government,  film  has  been  found  an  incom- 
parable method  of  education,  training,  public  relations,  propaganda, 
and  fund-raising. 

In  recent  years  a considerable  number  of  films  relating  to  blindness 
and  work  with  blind  persons  have  been  produced.  In  times  to  come  we 
expect  that  many  more  such  films  will  be  made.  This  seems  a healthy 
development  in  step  with  modern  thinking  and  planning. 

The  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind  constantly  receives  re- 
quests for  information  on  available  films.  This  pamphlet  is  an  attempt 
to  provide  whatever  information  we  have  on  the  subject.  It  does  not 
attempt  any  evaluation  of  specific  films.  The  statements  included  are 
largely  those  received  by  us  from  the  owners  or  distributors.  We  be- 
lieve, however,  that  a knowledge  of  the  availability  of  so  many  films 
will  be  useful  to  the  field.
